CHURCHILL DECLARES: 


Cannot Lose War Except 
Through Our Own Fault 


29 Are Killed 


In Premature 
Dynamite Blast 


EASTON, Pa., March 26.—(AP) 
—Hundreds of pounds of dynamite 
exploded prematurely at a lime- 
stone quarry of the Lehigh Port- 
land Cement Company, four miles 
North of Easton, today, killing at 
least 29 men and shaking the 
countryside for miles around. 

Investigators said the death toll 
May reach 32. 

The explosive was stacked on 
trucks and on the ground around 
the rim of the pit. Most of those 
killed were eating a mid-morning 
lunch nearby when the blast let go 
with devastating force about 9:30 
a.m, 

Sixteen other men were at work 
in the bottom of the pit and escap- 
ed injury. 

The blast was felt as far away as 
50 miles, Windows were shattered 
in homes and buildings in an 18- 
mile area. 

Fourteen children in grade school 
half a mile from the scene were in- 
jured by flying glass from broken 
windows. Two were detained in an 
Easton hospital. Together with 56 
classmates the children marched 
calmly from the building under the 
supervision of two teachers, who 
gave first aid to the injured in the 
school yard.

‘Synthetic Rubber 
Handed To Germans 


By American Firm 

WASHINGTON, March 26.—(AP) 
—Thurman Arnold, assistant United 
States attorney-general, testified 
today that the Standard Oil Com- 
pany of New Jersey had developed 
a synthetic rubber that was cheap- 
er, better and more plentiful than 
any the Nazis had, and had turned 
it over to German interests before 
the United States entered the war. 

Arnold told the senate defence 
investigating committee that until a 
consent decree entered into yester- 
day, Standard has “held back even 
in this rubber shortage” in making 
the patents 6f the synthetic product 
available to American rubber com- 
panies,

Chinese Forces 
~ Enter Thailand 


At Two Points 


March 2%—(CP)— 

Reuters reported from Chungking 
today that twe strong Chinese 
columns eperating from Burma 
have invaded ‘ Japanese-occupied 
Thailand at two points. It credit- 
ed the report to a Chinese mil- 
itary spokesman. 

(The Associated Press correspond- 
ent in Chungking reported the army 
spokesman's only reference to this 
area was that “minor engagements 
also have occurred along the fron- 
tier of the Burmese Shan states and 
Thailand.”) 
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NEW DELHI, March 26.—(CP) 
—Mounting Japanese pressure 
against United Nations lines in 
Burma from south and east—in- 
eluding the use of parachutists te 
foment native uprisings—was in- 
dicated by the British headquar- 
ters communique today. 

From the south, a large “mixed 
force’—presumably including Thais 
or anti-British Burmese along with 
the Japanese—was reported within 
40 miles of Prome in the push up 
the Irrawaddy Valley toward that 
town and the rich oilfields of inner 
Burma. 

On the east, where a Japanese 
push over the Thailand border ap- 
parently is aimed at Mandalay, 
Chinese forces are said to have 
beaten back a force of 800 Japanese 
and Thais, north of Mong Tung, in- 
flicting heavy casualties and cap- 
turing a French officer. 

Although the invaders have by- 
passed Toungoo, 150 miles inland 
from Rangoon and about 200 miles 
south of Mandalay, the war bulletin 

said Chinese forces there “are well 
dug in and will hold on until reliev- 
ed.”

ENEMY SHIPPING ATTACKED 


Britain’s Bombers Smash 


By SIDNEY J. WILLIAMS

(BUP) — British . bombers 
with a fighter escort attack- 
ed German shipping in Le 
Havre harbor this afternoon, 
it was reported tonight. 

The attack was carried out 
after Londoners observed a fight 
of about 100 Royal Air Ferce 
bombers roar over the heart of 
the metropolis and head toward 
the south coast. 

During last night, hundreds of 
giant British bombing planes rain- 
ed hundreds of tons of bombs on 
the Ruhr, heart of German indus- 
try, in probably the greatest raid 
of the new spring aerial offensive. 

For hours, the British planes, 
reported to number at least 300, 
hurled bombs on picked targets 
in key Industrial areas, mixing 
incendiary with heaviest type 
explosive bombs, by the light of 
8 spring moon. 

Early reports to well-informed 
quarters said the raid was a most 
successful one and the British 
planes, which included the heaviest 
new bombers, had dealt a body 
blow to the areas attacked. 

“We plastered. them in juicy, 
hearty fashion,” an informant said. 
FOLLOWED PAUSE: 

The British attack was all the 
more ferocious because it followed 
a pause, necessitated by the 
presence of fog around air fields, 


which had interrupted the promised 


bombing offensive. ° 

For days, conditions were such 
that bombing planes, had they 
taken off, would have been unable 
to land again because of the fog. 

Last night the fog dissipated 
suddenly and the raiders were 
oft fer Germany. 

It wag made known that the 
bomber command had its plang all 
charted to take full advantage of 
the good weather while it lasted and 
it was indicated that the night's at- 
tack was only the first of a series. 


MINES ARE LAID 

The air ministry's communique 
said the Royal Air Force “very 
heavily bombed” industrial areas. It 
said docks at St. Nazaire in occupied 
France also were bombed and that 
“many” mineg were laid in enemy 
waters. Eleven bombers were miss- 
ing. 

“A large number of night photo- 
graphs were taken and now are 
being examined,” the communique 
added, “These photographs con- 
firm reports of results achieved 
during recent bombings, particul- 
arly of the Rubr on the night of 
March 9-10, and of Cologne the 
night of March 13-14.” 

Last night's raids, carried out in 
favorable weather, followed after- 
noon attacks by B.A.F, bombers and 
fighters on shipyards at Le Trait 

on the Seine in northern France.

CANBERRA, March 26—(CP)— 
Gen.+Douglas MacArthur pledged 
tonight that “There can be no 
compromise; we shall win or we 
shall die, and to this end I pledge 
you and the full resources of all 
the mighty power of my country 
and all the blood of my country- 
men.” 

At a dinner in Parliament House, 
the American commander declared 
his confidence—the “unbreakable 
faith of-a free man”—in ultimate 
victory. 

“There is a link that binds our 
countries together,” he declared, “I 
have come as a soldier in a great 
crusade of personal liberty as Op- 
posed to perpetual slavery. My faith 
in our ultimate victory is invinc- 
ible. - 

“! bring you tonight the un- 
breakable faith of a free man.” 

Prime Minister John Curtin, 
who pored over battle plans with 
MacArthur before the dinner, de- 
clare@d that under the General's 
leadership “The war can be fought 
with dynamic energy and inflex- 
ible purpose.” 

Mr. Curtin declared Gen. Mac- 
Arthur had the fullest confidence 
of Australia’s war council.

Nazis’ Intrigues In Balkans Prove Boomerang

LONDON, March 26. — 
(AP)—Nazi machinations to 
get at least 750,000 men from 
the Axis’ Balkan junior part- 
nera to help fight Hitler's 
wars were charged today by 
British diplomatic sources 
who gleefully predicted they

tion aroused by distrust and re-

Furthermore, they declared Nazi 
plans to overawe Turkey with tales 
of German army masses on her 
European frontier and actual Bul- 


garian troop concentrations there 
have “not had the slightest effect 
on the Turks” in fact, British- 
Turkish relations recently have 
been cemented despite Hitler's 
efforts to weaken them. 


OFFER TO BORIS 
Bulgaria and Hungary are under 
severe German pressure to provide 


troops for an Axis spring offensive 
against Soviet Russia, according to 
this analysis. 

King Boris of Bulgaria, now the 


Fuehrer’s visitor, is said to have 
beer. offered a slice of Rumanian 
territory and post-war control of 
the Dardanelles in return for the 
sorvices of hig army. 

Bulgarian troops, however, 
would be an unlikely choice for 
the Russian front for two reasons, 
it was pointed out—the Bulgars 
are Slavs who feel a close racial 
kinship to the Russians and the 
Communist Party is stronger in 
Bulgaria than in any ether Bal- 
kan state, 


Hitler and Boris were reported in 
Switzerland last night to have talk- 
ed somewhere on the eastern front 
concerning Bulgaria's role in future 
Axis operations. Their conference 
was described in Berne as staged 
with growing Rumanian-Hungarian 
friction and intimations of German 
spring plans aimed at Turkey as the 
backdrop,

Two-Fold Task 
In Burma Now

CALCUTTA, March 26, — After 
the Japanese conquest of southern 

Burma, the British and Chinese 

defending forces which have been 
busily reorganizing since Rangoon 

fell, now fare a dual task: 

They must strive to hold the Ran- 
goon-Mandalay road as far south 
of Mandalay as possible, regardless 

; of flat, wide- 
spreading valley 
lands most of the 
way, and especi- 
ally must concen- 
trate on keeping 
the enemy below 
Pyinmana_ which 
is 185 miles below 
Mandalay. 

They must also 
battle to hold 
Leland Stowe prome, which is 
exactly the same distance below the 
important Burma oil fields at Yen- 
anyaunm. 


HARD JOB 


If the Japs are able to strengthen 
their forces by another division or 
two, both of these tasks will be ex- 
tremely difficult. Yet both the oil- 
fields and Mandalay command 
protection on the stubbornest scale 
unless the Allies are to be pushed 
back into the hills of upper Burma. 
With strong forces now as far south 
as Toungoo, 250 miles down the 
main Mandalay-Rangoon road, the 
Japs may face a long-term job at- 
tempting a main-route approach to 
Mandalay, 

If they should attempt it, it seems 
likelier. that the Nipponese, after 
landing reinforcements at Rangoon 
by sea, would direct their next of- 
fensive at the Prome and the Yan- 
anyaunm oilfields, which are cap- 
able of producing a million gallons 
per month, and whose output now 
ig of great importance to China as 
well as to the Allied force defend- 
ing Burma, 

Up to the outskirts of Prome, the 
terrain is chiefly open rice paddies; 
above Prome, the rolling country 
is much more suitable for defence. 
THerefore the decisive battles for 
which Lt, Gen. Sir H. R. L, G. Alex- 
ander, Burma's new G.O.C. (Gen- 
eral Officer Commanding) is as- 
sembling his forces may be fought 
anywhere between Prome and Yen- 
anyaunm within # few wecks, 

It is true that central Burma 
offers little terrain as difficult as 
that the Nipponese traversed to 
reach the Sittang river, but Gen. 
Alexander is reputed to be the 
type of commander to profit to 
the utmost from the lessons the 
Burma war hag provided abund- 
antly to date, 

The Chinése veteran troops, 
which are thoroughly familiar with 
the Jap tactics, have not yet had an 
opportunity to play a major role 
but will certainly be heard from in 
the future. 

Of course, the loss of the Rangoon 
seaport and Burma's southern coast- 
line puts the remainder of Burma 
in a state of siege and has greatly 
increased the problems of supply. 
Even go, the rainy season is due to 
begin and it will take some little 
time to restore a semblance of order 
in Rangoon and organize for a real 
offensive. 


STRIKE AT INDIA 

It does not seem possible that 
the Nipponese will shelve the drive 
for the Yananyaunm oilfields, or 
delay it any longer than necessary. 
On the other hand, the possibility 
cannot be overlooked that it may 
suit high Jap strategy better to at- 
tempt a heavy blow at India’s east- 
ern coastline or the occupation of 
the island of Ceylon whose seaport, 
Colombo, would afford their sub- 
marines a dangerous range of the 
Indian Ocean and far around India’s 
Coastline. 

The appoinment of Lt, Gen. Sir 
Henry R. Pownall, one of their 
ablest generals, to Ceylon, shows 
that the British are preparing for 
all exigencies. After all, the Japs, 
strongly urged by Nazi pressure, 
may figure that they have more to 
gain by attacking India than by an 
immediate attempt to invade Aus- 
tralia, Contrary to popular specu- 
lation about the latter, the possibil- 
ity of a battle to control the Indian 
Ocean cannot be overlooked and 
the British quite wisely, are not 
doing ao,

FIRST DISCUSSED 

Tt was in 1899 that consideration 
was first given the idea of forming 
a regiment of Mounted Rifles in the 
Edmonton district, but the proposal 
was shelved until after the South 
African war. 

In January, 1900, a contingent of 
volunteers for South Africa left 
Edmonton. Among them were F. 
C. Jamieson and W. A. Griesbach. 
whose names were later to be 
woven into the history of the 19th 
Alberta Dragoons. In fact, this 
little band of adventurers who left 
Edmonton that January day was 
the forerunner of this regiment. 

In 1906 the first steps toward 
forming the regiment were taken. 
Three independent squadrons were 
recruited at Edmonton, Strathconn 
and Fort Saskatchewan. The first 
camp was held under the command 
of Lt. Col. A. C. MacDonnell (ater 
Lt. Gen Sir A. C. MacDonnell, 
K.C.B., C.M.G., D.S.0., E.D.). The 
following year the squadrons were 
joined into one regiment under the 
command of Lt. Col. R. Belcher, 
C.M.G. Later another squadron 
was raised in Morinville district 
under command of Major J. E. 
Theriault. The regiment was first 
known as the 19th Canadian 
Mounted Rifles, later changed to 
19th Alberta Mounted Rifles and 
then 19th Alberta Dragoons, which 
name it still retains, 


IN COMMAND 

In 1912 Lt. Col. Belcher was given 
command of the Sth Cavalry Bri- 
gade and Lt. Col. F. C. Jamieson 
assumed command of the regiment, 
with Major W. A. Griesbach (now 
Major-General W. A. Griesbach, 
C.B.,, C.M.G., D.S.O., V.D.) in com- 
mand of “A” Squadron; Major G. 
W. Marriott “B’; Major F. W. W. 
Fane “C” and Major J. E. Therialt 
“p” 

On the outbreak of the Great 
War in August, 1914, the 19th Al- 
berta Dragoons was the first cav- 
alry regiment in Canada to be 
called on to raise an active service 
force. Under the command of Lt. 
Col. F. C. Jamieson, with Major 
W. A. Griesbach as second in com- 
mand, a special service squadron 
left Edmonton in August, 1914,

LANDED IN FRANCE 

On February 11, 1915 the squad- 
ron landed in Fraance as the Ist 
Divisional Cavalry and a few days 
later saw their first action at Neuve 
Chappelle, later taking part in the 
second battle of Ypres, where the 
Canadians were in the first gas at- 
tack of the war. 

In May, 1915, a second service 
squadron was raised from the 19th, 
later forming part of the 3rd C.M. 
R.’s under Lt, Col. L. J. Whittaker, 
a former 19th officer. 

On the formation of the Canadian 
Corps in France the 19th became 
the Canadian Corps Cavalry and 
served as Such until the end of the 
war. Battle honors of the regiment 
include Ypres, 1915, Gravenstafel, 
Si, Julien, Somme 1916, Flers Cour- 
cellette, Ancre Heights, Arras 1917- 
1918, Vimy 1917, Amiens, Scarpe 
1918, Drocourt-Queant, Hindenburg 
Line, Canal du Nord, Cambrai 1918, 
Pursuit to Mons. 

Officers from the 19th command- 
ed the following units; Special Ser- 
vice Squadron, Lt. Col, F. C Jamie- 
son; 49th Bn., Lt, Col, W. A, Gries- 
bach (later commanded Ist Cana- 
dian Brigade); 3rd C.M.R., Lt. Col. 
Whittaker; 138th Bn. Lt. Col. R. 
Belcher; 194th Bn., Lt. Col. W. C. 
Craig; 202nd Bn. Lt, Col, P. E. 
Bowen; 260th Bn,, Lt, Col. F. C. 
Jamieson, 

The last named unit formed part 
of the Siberian Expeditionary Force, 


REORGANIZED REGIMENT 

After the Great War the regi- 
ment was reorganized under the 
command of Lt, Col. C. Y. Weaver, 
DS.O., and held its first training 
camp in 1921 at the Edmonton Ex- 
hibition grounds. Since that time 
training has been carried on stead- 
ily under changing conditions. In 
1923 Lt. Col. Weaver took com- 
mand of the 5th Mounted Brigade, 
and Lt. Col. P. E. Bowen was given 
command of the regiment, 

He was followed by Lt. Col, H. 
deN, Watson in 1927. In 1930 the 
Ist A.M.R.’s was transferred from 
the Medicine Hat district to the area 
east of Edmonton. Under the new 
organization the ist A.M.R.’s took 
over the 19th Squadron at Chauvin, 
where Major W. J. Cubitt was in 
command. In 1931 Lt. Col. W. L. 
Oliver took command of the 19th 
and continued till 1936. In 1936 
the regiment went to Sarcee camp 
as mechanized cavalry, but in 1987 
reverted to the horses and trained 
as horse cavalry until 1940. 

Tn 1936 the 1st A.M.R.'s were am- 
algamated with the 19th and Lt.- 
Col, E, A, Pitman of the A.M.R’'s

OFFERS SERVICES 

On the oulbreak of war, Septem- 
ber, 1939, Lt-Col. Wright offered 
the services of his regiment, but 
there was no call for mounted 
troops, However, many officers and 
men of the regiment joined the new 
battalion of the Edmonton Regiment 
being mobilized in Edmonton, In 
June, 1940, Lt.-Col. Wright reverted 
to the rank of Major to lead a 
company from the 19th into the 
newly formed South Alberta Regi- 
ment, Lt.-Col. Pitman also reverting 
to Major to become second in com- 
mand of that regiment. In July, 
1940, the regiment came under the 
command of Lt.-Col, W. J. Cubitt, 
E.D,, of Chauvin, Alberta, and was 
instructed to train as an armored 
Car Regiment. In September, 1941, 
the regiment was instructed to 
train as a reconnaissance unit which 
training is now being carried on. 


HITS HARD 


The reconnaissance unit of today 
is to the army what the old cav- 
alry was in former days. Mounted 
in fast scout cars the “RECCE” 
units are the eyes, ears and grop- 
ing fingers of the army. They 
brush aside minor resistance and 
probe for the weak spots in the en- 
emy’s defences sending back ground 
information which ig not discernible 
to the air force reconnaissance 
patrols. The speed and daring de- 
manded from personnel of _recon- 
naissance units appeals to the young 
men of today, 

The 19th Alberta Dragoons needs

Complete Forms | 
By Month End 


A new registration of all work- 
ers, insured and non-insured, in 
industries which now have in- 
sured employees is being carried 
on by the Unemployment Insur- 
ance Commission. It must be 
completed by March 31, the close | 
of the fiscal year, when insur- 
ance books now in use must be 
turned in. The information gath- 
ered will be used to bring the 
commission records up to date, 
and also to furnish information 
for a man-power inventory 
which the Government is making. 
This inventory is being made un- 
der the authority of an order-in- 
council passed under the War 
Measures Act. 

The Unemployment Insurance 
Commission is now distributing 
the new forms for this registration 
to employers all over the Deminion. 
There are more than 150,000 em- 
ployers with insurable employees 
in Canada, and: the number-of in- 
sured workers is over 2,000,000, The 
man-power inventory registration 
will, of course, include many more 
than 2,000,000, embracing, as it 
does, insurable and non-insurable 
employees of industry. 

DISTRIBUTE FORMS 

The forms which are being dis- 
tributed have been prepared with a 
view to ascertaining the skill and 
training of workers so that Can- 
ada’s working strength may be util- 
ized in the most effective manner, 
The war effort is constantly call- 
ing for more and more trained and 
skilled men. It is hoped, through 
the inventory, to discover workers 
with skill and training which may 
be of value in carrying on the 
maximum ‘war effort. The registra- 
tion cards are being sent to employ- 
ers who will see that they are filled 
out in respect to all their employees. 
They will then be returned to the 
Employment and Claims offigs, of 
which there are more than 100 
across Canada. Immediately after 
the last pay period in March insur- 
ance books must be turned in and 
new ones will be issued to cover the 
fiscal year opening on April lst, It 
is essential that the registration be 
completed and old insurance books 
be turned in by the end of this 
month,

General Election 
Rules Will Apply 
To Plebiscite

Minister Mackenzie King. 


He anid tha, “by far the larg- 
eat proportion” of combat air- 
craft needed during the coming 
year will be provided from Cana- 
dian factories and thet the alr and 
ground crews required for the air 
defence establishment will be 
“readily available.” 

His estimate of the cogt of air de- 
fence in the coming year was $315,- 
000,000 compared with about $115,- 
000,000 spent in the current year. 

There are obvious reasons why 
precise details of the expansion of 
air defences cannot be made public, 
the prime minister said in his 
lengthy war review during Wednes- 

day's short sitting of the house, 

But, he added, “it can be said that 
this expansion will involve marked 
Increases in the number of combat 
squadrons, for reconnaissance, anti- 
submarine, striking and fighter op- 
erations” 


Strengthening of air defence es- 
tablishments during the year will 
be mainly through development of 
“satellite and auxiliary airdromes,” 
the Prime Minister said. 

He did not give any indication 
where these air fields would be 
built, but presumably a number 
will be in the cast coast area where 
increasing enemy submarine activ- 
ity has intensified the need for 
aerial reconnaissance, 

On the busis of previous state- 
ments by ministers to the House of 
|Commons, some idea of possible 
jlocations of the new fields may be 
obtained, in view of Mr, King’s com- 
ment they will be “satellite and 
auxiliary.” 


ON EAST COAST 

Canadian operational bases are 
known to be established already at 
such points as Yarmouth, Shel- 
burne, Dartmouth and Sydney, 
N.S, Botwood, Gander and Torbay 
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in Newfoundland; and at North- 
west River and elsewhere in Lab- 
rador, 

These existing bases are close 
enough together that all the ex- 
posed coastline on the Atlantic 
can be easily patrolled by Royal 
Canadian Air Force craft, 

A similar condition exists at the 
Pacifie Coast where there are 
known to be bases stretching from 
the United States boundary to the 
Alaska Panhandle—at Patricia Bay, 
Ucuelet, Tofino and Coal Harbor 
On Vancouver Ieland; Alliford Bay 
on the: Queen Charlotte Islands;

TOWARDS CEYLON 


More probably it is a thrust to- 
wards Ceylon, the large British 
fortified island of the southern tip 
of India where the naval base of 
Trincomalee is situated.

That would be particularly 
true if Sir Stafford Cripps succeeds 
in his mission of uniting the Indian 
factions into a war of entity. 

A Japanese westward move into 
the Indian Ocean would be dan- 
gerous strategy to the Allied 
cause, but it is a logical one for 
the Japanese to attempt if they 
want to make the best use of their 
alliance with Germany. It would 
be a step towards effecting the 
desired junction with German 
forces, provided Hitler can do his 
part in the Middle East. 

The Japanese policy is to strike 
at the weakest point where it 
would do most damage to the 
enemy. Their southward drive in 
the Pacific has encountered a snag 
in New Guinea, and vast Australia 
offers an obstacle which the Japan- 
ese cannot be sure they can over- 
come. 


STRIKING DISTANCE 

If they can take Ceylon, however, 
they would be within striking dis- 
tance of the all-important Allied 
communications route to the Red 
Sea and the Persian Gulf. If this 
route were cut, the main flow of 
supplies to the Middle Bast and 
Russia would be choked off and 
Hitler's job made a great deal 
easier, 

If Ceylon is Japan's goal, she 
naturally would not stop there 
The next obvious step would be the 
occupation of Madagascar, with or 
without Vichy’s consent. This large 
French island, 250 miles off the east 
coast of Africa, is squarely astride 
the shipping route around the Cape 
of Good Hope to the Middle and 
Far East. 


Possession of Ceylon and Mada- 
gascar would make Japan abso- 
lute master of the vast Indian 
Ocean. The French island is 
weakly defended and it would 
be almost as easy for the Japan- 
ese to take it as it was to take the 
Andaman islands. There have 
been reports, although not con- 
firmed, that Japanese and Ger- 
man technicians have been in the 
islands, making preliminary ar- 
rangements, 

The {sland is of such great mili- 
tary importance that no refusal by 
Vichy to surrender it would te 
likely to sway Japan. Vichy is no 
in a position to defen dit and the 
apparent obstacle would be prior

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National Income Is Also Up 


At the end of the last fiscal year, 
March 31st, 1941, the net debt of Canada 
was $3,648 million dollars. Two years be- 
fore the figure was $3,152 millions. In 
nineteen months of war the debt had gone 
up approximately $500 millions. 

The increase this year has of course 
been far more rapid. Adding the loans 
floated last summer and early this mont 
and the war savings certificates’ sold 
during the year, the amount must now be 
$5,000 millions, or more. That sounds like 
a lot of money, and is a lot of money. 

But there is the other side of the ac- 
count. This money was not destroyed, nor 
shipped out of the country. The bulk of 
it was spent in Canada, and is reflected in 
a corresponding increase in the national 
income. It has passed and is passing from 
hand to hand, into wage envelopes, across 
the counters in stores, back to manufac- 
turing establishments, and from them to 
the suppliers of raw materials and the 
employees who translate these into finish- 
ed products. 

The extent to which a country can thus 
finance itself by borrowing at home and 
spending at home is indefinitely large, for 
the public’s ability to repay goes up in pro- 
portion to the amount by which the debt 
increases. Thus the national income for 
1939 is given as $4,409 millions, while that 
of the current year is estimated to be 
around $6,000 millions. 


Street Railway Fares 


Edmonton’s street railway system lost 
$64,834 last year. The estimate is that it 
may lose $33,752 this year. Wherefore 
council is to again consider a proposal to 
increase the fare for those who buy only 
a quarter's worth of tickets at a time, but 
to continue the five cent fare for those 
who invest a dollar. This, it is calculated 
would bring in $30,000 more revenue, and 
enable the system to break even at the end 
of the year. 

The idea is that it is the casual rider 
who buys only a quarter’s worth of tickets 
at once, and that he would continue to do 
this if he were given only four, instead of 
five, tickets for his twenty-five cents. This 
is guessing. The casual rider might be- 
come a dollar buyer—in which case the 
street railway would get no more from 
him than it now gets. Or he might decide 
to walk on the rare occasions when he now 
rides—and the street railway would be out 
the amount it now gets from him. 

As a matter of fact, many of the cus- 
tomers of the street railway, regular as 
well as occasional, buy tickets by the quar- 
ter strip, not by the dollar book. These 
patrons, not just those who ride occa- 
sionally, are involved in the proposed 
change. In hope of getting an extra cent 
and a fraction out of the few occasional 
riders, a great number of regular riders 
would be inconvenienced by having 
to do their buying by the dollar—or lose 
the five cent fare. They are not going to 
like that idea. 

Discrimination in street railway fares 
was abolished some years ago. It will be 
better to not reintroduce it. The person to 
whom twenty-five cents means as much as 
a dollar does to another should not be 
penalized. If fares have to go up—which 
is arguable—they should go up against 
the patron who can spend a dollar at a 
time as well as against the one who can 
spare only a quarter. 


We're All Under Orders Now 


The right of the male Canadian to 
choose his occupation, or to even continue 
in his chosen occupation or his present 
job, is being suspended for the duration of 
the war. The suspension is being made 
progressively, by measures intended to ac- 
complish the purpose with the least con- 
fusion and disturbance of industry and 
business. The purpose of course being to 
put the whole manpower of the country 
into the war effort, military and industrial. 

A long step toward this readjustment 
is taken in a series of orders-in-council 
brought down in parliament and explained 
by the Prime Minister. Some of these 
orders are restrictive, others mandatory. 
Certain occupations are closed to men of 
stated ages. Men in some callings are for- 
bidden to quit their present occupations 
except to enlist. 

Employers are required to make up 
lists of their present male employees, with 
particulars as to age and qualifications. 
They are also required to “lend” technic- 
ians—and may have to lend skilled work- 
ers as well—where these can be put at 
more vital tasks; and to release men who 
are of military age or capable of doing 
more essential work, and replace these by 
women, 

By this combination of “negative com- 
ulsion” and direct mandate, the redistri- 
ution of manpower is to be effected in an 

orderly way by a national service director- 
ate, while all single men up to thirty years 
of age are made liable to compulsory mili- 
tary training and service in Canada. These 
orders are now in force, and the process 
of classifying and reassigning men will 
proceed at once. 

The right to choose one’s own occupa- 
tion, follow one’s own bent, and do the 
kind of work that is most attractive, is 
one of the priceless freedoms enjoyed by 
the citizens of a democratic country—and

Members Surprise 
To Public

Before the close of the Legis- 
lative Assembly of Alberta, a few 
days ago, that body debated and 
passed a resclution in this wise: 

“Be its resolved that this As- 
sembly urge upon the Federal 
Government the necessity of tak- 
ing early steps to revise The Old 
Age Pension Act 
and establish re- 
tirement pen- 
sions of $30.00 a 
month, payable 
at age 60, with- 
out the imposi- 
tion of the pres- 
ent harsh means 
test and unjust 
regulations, the 
cost of such pen- 
sions to be borne 
by the Federal Herold L. Weir 
and Provincial 
Governments in the proportions 
which exist at the present time.” 

This measure was debated very 
fully and a number of amend- 
ments were defeated which 
would have nullified the purpose 
of the resolution by restricting 
the pension payment to $25 a 
month*and the age limit to 65 
years. 

During debate, the opposition 
of those who voted against the 
resolution was defined as arising 
from the conviction that our des- 
titute pioneers should receive no 
assistance until they were 65 
years of age, notwithstanding the 
obvious fact that any man or 
woman of 60 who is without a 
job at that age stands precious 
little chance of ever getting one 
in this life, 

Opposition arose in even great- 
er measure out of the conviction 
that $30 a month is far too much 
for destitute old folks, 


The Vote 


In the final vote, 37 members 
voted for the resolution, that 1s 
to say for the principle that our 
aged people should receive $30 a 
month at the age of 60:

a year, 

For the past two years, as an 
Independent member of the 
Legislature from Calgary, he has 
been drawing an additional $2,000 
a year for about six weeks work 
during the session. 

No one begrudges Mr. Davison 
his $7,000 a year, every cent of 
which is paid by the taxpayers of 
this province, No doubt he works 
very hard for it. 

Mr. Alfred Speakman, Inde- 
pendent member for Red Deer, 
another leader in the opposition 
to this resolution which would 
increase the pittance of our aged 
pioneers to the magnificent sum 
of $30 a month, was for fourteen 
vears U.F.A. member of the 
House of Commons at a salary of 
$4,000 a year. 

After his defeat, he became 
paid organizer for the now de- 
funct People’s League, popularly 
known as the “mortgage com- 
panies’ party”, which was suc- 
ceeded by the Unity Movement 
and later by the Independent 
Citizens’ Association of Alberta.

way From Here To 
Alaska 


By GRANT DEXTER 

OTTAWA,.—Serious misunder- 
standing seems to exist in the 
United States concerning the use 
of the Canadian airway from 
Edmonton to Alaska. An article 
“How Northwest Airlines Alaska 
Route” by Drew Pearson and 
Robert S. Allen, published in the 
Minneapolis Star Journal of 
March 7, is heavily freighted 
with statements that are not only 
untrue but are likely to create 
in the minds of American readers 
distrust and suspicion of Canada. 

The facts with respect to the 
Edmonton-Alaska airway are 
well known, It stands as a testi- 
monial to the foresight of ‘Hon. 
C. D. Howe and the Civil Avia- 
tion Branch at Ottawa. For it, 
the people of the United States 
and Canada, faced as they are 
with the direst peril this con- 
tinent has yet known, should be 
grateful. 

The route was proposed by the 
Civil Aviation authorities in the 
late 1920's but the depression in- 
tervened. It was surveyed by 
order of Mr. Howe in 1935. The 
route was chosen and the choice 
confirmed by J. A. Wilson, head 
of the Civil Aviation Branch, in 
1936 after he had flown every 
mile of it. A pioneer bi-weekly 
air service was put in by the 
Postmaster General, again on 
Mr. Howe’s recommendation, in 
1937, This service flew in all 
weather and without landing 
fields, the planes using skis and 
floats. Practical experience of 
actual flying conditions was thus 
obtained. In 1937 surveys of 
landing fields at 190-mile inter- 
vals were m2de. 

Urgency 

The Permanent Joint Defence 
Board, realizing the urgency of 
an airway to Alaska, approved 
the Edmonton-Fairbanks route in 
October, 1940 (after vainly trying 
for a coastal route) and the Civil 
Aviation Branch carried through 
the construction in the following 
ten months, Materials and sup- 
plies were freighted in during the 
winter and spring of 1941-42. The 
cost was $5,500,000, The first land 
plane flew the completed route 
on wheels on September 2, 1941 
and United States war machines 
began to flv it four days later 
Landing fields had been built 200 
miles apart and work was in 
hand on the 100-mile fields. 

All this was done by Hon. C. D. 
Howe and his civil aviation offi- 
elals. The military exnerts at 
Ottawa hed ro noert in it, 


“Inside Story” 


Listen, now, to Pearson and 
Allen on March 7, 1942: “Here 1s 
the inside story of how the army 
finally got permission to improve 
and develop a new short-cut air 
route over the prairies of Canada 
to Alaska, 

“Last Sunday night, March 1, 
Senator Scott Lucas of Illinois 
telephoned to Undersecretary of 
War, Robert Patterson. 

“If the army doesn’t act on this 
immediately,” Senator Lucas said, 
“I'm going to start a senate in- 
vestigation within 24 to 48 hours. 
It’s about time we knew whether 
the Canadians were with us or 
not.” 

‘The Senator from Illinois was 
referring to the fact that two 
days before, a Northwest Airlines 
plane had left to pioneer the new 
air route over Canadian prairies, 
had been stopped by Canadian 
officials, impounded for 48 hours 
and then forced to return to the 
United States.”

vened and a few hours later the 
Northwest Airlines plane flew 
back to Canada to begin setting 
up ground crews, radio equip- 
ment and technicians, not for a 
commercial route but on behalf 
of the army. And the man who 
had caused countless delays, say 
these writers, was Hon. C. D. 
Howe. ° 

The blocking effort vf Mr. 
Howe’s is put down to a deter- 
mination to prevent a U.S. com- 
mercial airline from getting a 
foothold over any part of Cana- 
dian territory, especially a route 
which after the war will be the 
short cut to Asia. 

The writers wind up with a 
generous plug for the Northwest 
Airlines and a jab at the USS. 
army command. 


Six Months Before 


So far as pioneering is con- 
cerned, this route was completed 
six months before the incident of 
Feb. 27, 1942, 

So far as setting up ground 


erews, radio equipment, and 
technicians, all this had been 
done. The landing fields, radio 


stations, gasoline storage facili- 
ties, hangar equipment, person- 
nel, etc, were functioning as 
from September, 1941. This or- 
ganization was created and_ is 
maintained by the civil aviation 
authorities at Ottawa and it has 
handled and taken care of all 
traffic, There was no pioneering 
to be done, The American fliers, 
including a Northwest Airlines 
found the airway like a modern 
hotel, fully equipped, ready and 
able to serve them. 

The facts regarding the “inci- 
dent” are equally untrue and are 
presented in a way that could 
scarcely fail to cause friction be- 
tween the two countries. The 
Civil Aviation Branch at Ottawa 
was informed by the inspector at 
Edmonton on February 27 that a 
Northwest Airlines plane had 
stopped there enroute for Alaska. 
This company is licensed by Ot- 
tawa to operate from the United 
States into Winnipeg. The Ed- 
monton inspector was instructed 
by Ottawa to ask the pilot of this 
plane not to proceed further 
pending clarification. Ottawa at 
once asked Washington to ex- 
nlain the purpose of the flight. 
Washington renlied that the 
Northwest Airlines plane had 
left for Edmonton without auth- 
orization, had no business there, 
and would be ordered, by Wash- 
ington, to return at once to its 
base in the 'lrited States, 


False Tale 


This is the warrant for the 
statement that Canadian offi¢ials 
“impounded” the plane for 48 
hours and then “forced” it to re- 
turn. 

The United States authorities 
apologized for the mistake and as 
Mr. Howe was leaving Ottawa 
that very day (Feb. 27) for 
Washington, it was arranged that 
the matter would be discussed 
with him direct on February 28. 
On February 29 Mr. Howe tele- 
phoned Ottawa from Washing- 
ton, explained the situation and 
instructed the civil aviation auth- 
orities to allow the U.S, depart- 
ment full use of the airway, 
whether the machines were mili- 
tary of commercial types. 

Points to be borne in mind are 
that the Northwest Airlines at no 
time had ever applied for per- 
mission to fly the route. Far 
from being opposed to having 
any U.S. commercial _ airline 
operate across Canadian territory 
to Alaska, the Canadian govern 


The White House inter-| for this very purpose to the Pan- 


American Airways five years be- 
fore, 

Upon inquiry at Washington it 
developed that the United States 
war chiefs desired to use North- 
west Airlines to ferry personnel 
and supplies to Alaska over the 
new airway. ‘The ferry planes 
and crew will be taken into the 
U.S. army as quickly as possible. 
The moment this request was 
made it was granted. 


No Instructions 


The facts are that the incident 
at Edmonton occurred because 
the Northwest Airlines, acting 
without instructions from Wash- 
ington, sent a plane on this mis- 
sion, The Canadian authorities, 
not having been consulted and 
knowing nothing of the purpose 
in view, asked the pilot to stay 
in Edmonton until they could 
find out at Washington. Wash- 
ington apologized for, the error 
of the company in acting without 
instructions, recalled the plane, 
explained the purpose in view 
and instantly got full co-opera- 
tion from Ottawa. 

It is an under-statement to say 
that Ottawa resents this article 
by Messrs. Pearson and Allen. 
Ottawa resents it not,only be- 
cause of its gross inaccuracies 
but because of the apparently 
deliberate attempt by means of 
untrue statements to cause bad 
feeling between the two coun- 
tries.

Way Paved For 
Varying Charge 
On Alberta Oil 


OTTAWA, March 26.—(CP)— 
The Alberta government will be 
empowered to levy royalties on 
oll wells at varying rates under 
the terms of a bill introduced and 
given first reading in the House 
of Commons Wednesday. 

The bill, introduced by Resources 
Minister Crerar, will amend the Al- 
berta Natural Resources Act, 

An explanatory statement issued 
from Mr. Crerar's office said doubt 
had existed as to the power of the 
Alberta government to vary the 
rate of royalty on Dominion leases 
that was in effect when the re- 
sources were transferred from the} 
Dominion to Alberta in 1929, 

Mr. Crerar told the house that 
under existing legislation the prov- 
ince was bound to give similar 
treatment to all wells although some | 
were capable of paying more than| 
others, 

The explanatory stutement said 
the provincial government, by or- 
der-in-council, had raised the rate| 
on Dominion leases to bring it into 
line with the rate provided for in 
provincial leases, and the legality of | 
this action had been questioned. 


Canada’s Nayy 
Facing Bigger 
Job Says King 


OTTAWA, March %—(CP)— 
Increased responsibilities for the 
Royal Canadian Navy as a result 
of enemy submarine activity in 
and near Canadian waters were 
dorecast by Prime Minister Mac- 
kenzie King in his speech in the 
house of commons Wednesday, 

He said he foresaw the necessity 
of the navy escorting convoys in 
the St, Lawrence river and the Gulf 
of St. Lawrence as well as assisting 
in the escort of convoys across the 
Atlantic. 

Repeating a s‘atement made to 
the house last January, Mr. King 
said the limit to the expansion of 
Canada’s sea-going force is ship 
production capacity, and today went 
on to mention another limiting fac- 
tor; the time required to train of- 
ficers and petty. officers. 


AMPLE RECRUITS 

In January he gave the strength 
of the navy as 350 ships and more 
than 27,000 men. So far, he said 
yesterday, the training of men has 
marched step by step with the ac- 
quisition of ships, The number of 
recruits available js ample. 

The navy'’s major strength was 
in the Atlantic, he said, but “this 
does not mean that the naval de- 
fence of the Pacific is being 
neglected.” 

“It can be truly said,” the prime 
minister told the house, “that with 
every month that passes Canada’s 
contribution to naval warfare is 
gtowing in extent and effective- 
Ness, 

“As that contribution grows, our 
security increases.” 

The principal fighting ships of the 
Canadian navy are destroyers, of 
which there are about 13, Corvettes, 
an undisclosed but much larger 
number of Corvettes and auxiliary 
cruisers, 

An extensive Corvette-building 
program, both for the Canadian and 
other Allied navies is under way 
in Canadian coastal and inland ship- 
yards and construction of destroy- 
ers is also started. 
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Lacombe Victim 
Of Fist Attack 


OTTAWA, March 26—(CP)— 
Liguori Lacombe, member of par- 
liament for Laval-Two Mountains 
and founder and sole member of the 
New Canadian Party, said in an in- 
terview Wednesday he was “punch- 
ed in the face and painfully injured” 
Tuesday night. 

Mr. Lacombe said the incident oc- 
curred shortly after he was escort- 
ed from the House of Commons 
after being “named” by Speaker 
Glen for continued interruptions of 
house proceedings. 

Mr. Lacombe was not in the house 
when proceedings opened Wednes- 
day afternoon. The interview was in 
his office. The member for Laval- 
Two Mountains said he was unabie 
to identify his assailant. 

Mr. Lacombe may take his seat in 
the house whenever he chooses, Dr. 
Arthur Beauchesne, clerk of the 
house, said yesterday. The motion 
passed Tuesday night suspended Mr. 
Lacombe “from the service of the 
house during the present sitting.” 
Accordingly when the house rose at 
11 p.m, last night the incident was 
closed.

BEATIN’ THE BLITZ 


Germans Said 
To Know Their 
Doom Nearing 


NEW YORK, March 26—(AP)— 
A. A. Berle, assistant United 

States secretary of state, predict- 
ed Wednesday night that the sum- 
mer of 1942 would make it plain 
that “the Nazi rulers of Germany 

have lost the war and have de- 
creed their own ruin.” 

In an address before a Greek In- 
dependence Day dinner here, Berle 
said: 

“We now have information from 
sources inside of Germany making 
it, clear that the Germans them- 
selves know that there can be but 
‘one end. The German people know, 
as we know, that no provision has 
been made by the Nazi government 
for the year 1943. 

“They know, indeed, that the men 
who have gone to the Russian front 
are frequently not allowed to come 
back to Germany, lest the German 
people learn what has befallen.” 

Berle traced the predicted col- 
lapse of the German war effort to 
the resistance of Greece in 1941; 
which, he said, “made possible the 
reinforcement of the eastern Medi- | 
terranean” and “delayed the Ger-| 
man attack on Soviet Russia for sev- 
eral weeks.”

He took charge of the Presby- 
terian church work among the log- 
gers at Prince Rupert, Atland, Mer- 
ritt, and the St. Aden’s church at 
Mount Tolmie, B.C. 

Coming to Alberta in 1916, he 
was the minister of churches in 
Claresholm and Okotoks, and for 
the last 10 years at Clover Bar. He 
was past master of the Corinthian 
Lodge, A.F. and A.M. at Okotoks. 

In 1907, he married Beulah Alice 
Pail Paulin, in Kansas City, Mis- 
souri. His wife predeceased him 
18 years ago. 

He is survived by two daughters, 
Mrs. MacMillan and William K.

A, Fallow, provincial minister of 
Public works, following a, two- 
day road inspection trip to the 
Vermilion district. 

Mr. Fallow returned from his tour 
Wednesday and reported that a 22- 
mile stretch of gravelled highway 
would be constructed between 
Lloydminster, on the Saskatchewan 
border, and Vermilion. This is a 
section of the trans-Alberta Jasper 
highway, 

The minister said work would 
commence as s500n a8 frost was out 
of the ground and that the new 
road would shorten the present 
route by 6% miles. cutting the mile- 
age between Lloydminster and Ver. 
milion to 39 miles. 

TO COMPLETE LINK 

In 1941 the province constructed 
a stretch of highway to a point 10 
miles east of Vermilion and another 
from Lloydminster west to Black- 
foot, leaving a stretch of 22 miles 
to be completed this year, 

Referring to the discovery of 
gravel pits near the location of 
proposed highways, Mr. Fallow 
said they were virtual “gold 
mines." One had been found 
near the Vermilion-Lloydminster 
route and another between Brooks 
and Bassano, and these would 
result in large savings in gravel 
production and haulage. 

Mr. Fallow was accompanied on 
his tour by G-. H- N. Monkman, 
deputy minister of public works, 
and N. W. Macpherson, commis: 
sioner of highways. 

He plans to leave Thursday on a 
highway inspection trip to South- 
ern Alberta accompanied by Mr. 
Monkman and Edgar Robertson, 
provincial highways engineer, de- 
partment of public works. He will 
check the trans-Canada highway 
from Calgary east. 

The minister stated that later he 
will check the Peace River high- 
way and the Jasper highway west 
of Edmonton.

Mr. King announced the new 
divisions, the 7th and 8th, would 
be mobilized to add to the weight 
of the six divisions now in the 
army at home and overseas. 

At present the overseas forces 
consists of four divisions, three in- 
fantry and one armored. In Canada 
an infantry division, the 4th, is be- 
ing converted to an armored divis- 
ion for dispatch overseas to com- 
plete the 1942 army program ot 
making an overseas army of two 
corps—one consisting of three infan- 
try divisions and an army tank bri- 
gade, the other of two armored 
divisions.

G. L. McNaughton, Canadian Corps 
commander, has had a say and of 
which the Canadian army forms an 
important part, 

Those defences are’ understood to 
include the maintenance of formid- 
able, highly-mobile, hard-hitting 
forces behind the defence of the 
coastal areas. 

Ip light of the value attached 
by the army so far to overseas ex- 
perience, it is probable officers 
will be recalled from Great 
Britain to command the new divi- 
sions, and perhaps the brigades in 
them. 

Thus the expansion of the home 
defence forces will probably result 
in a couple of overseas brigade 
commanders being raised to rank 
of major-general, to command the 
new divisions, and perhaps some 
overseas battalion commanders 
coming back to command brigades.
